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MANDATE 
of the 
COMMISSION ON ELECTION FINANCES 


The Commission on Election Finances administers the Election Finances 
Act, which provides for registration of Ontario’s political parties, 
constituency (riding) associations, candidates in by-elections and provincial 
elections, and leadership contestants. During a provincial election 
campaign, the Commission supervises limits on campaign expenses and 
political contributions to registered parties, constituency associations and 
candidates, and imposes a time period for advertising. 


Political parties and candidates may obtain subsidies for campaign 
expenses by filing audited campaign period statements of income and 
expenses, and annual financial statements, including assets and liabilities. 
Tax credit receipts are provided for contributions, within set limits, to 
parties, riding associations and candidates. Leadership contestants must 
file audited financial statements of income, including a list of contributions 
over $100, and expenses. There are no limits on contributions, but also no 
tax credits for leadership contestants. All filings are made public. 


The Legislation Assembly Act requires the Commission to review annually 
the indemnities and allowances of members of the Assembly. 
Recommendations are reported to the Speaker for presentation to the 
Assembly. 


The Commission also administers Part III of the Municipal Elections Act, 
providing for the registration of candidates at a local government election. 
Municipal candidates must also file audited campaign period statements 
of income and expenses. The Municipal Elections Act imposes limits on 
contributions and expenses and provides for a tax credit or rebate system.

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athe last annual report--covering the year 


1990--actually covered the better part of 
1991 as well. The reason was that we 
wished to include information regarding the 
campaign financial statements for the 1990 
election period. Those returns were not 
filed until March, so that their review could 
not be completed until early Fall. The delay 
in publication of the annual report for 1990 
made it possible to provide full details on 
the election which took place in that year. 


All of which means that the report for 1991 
will be much briefer because it really covers 
only the concluding months of the year. 
However, unquestionably the highlight of 
those months was the municipal elections. 


The Commission is involved with municipal 
elections only in so far as Part LI of the 
Municipal Elections Act becomes operative, 
namely, when a local body (council, school 
board or public utility) opts for the 
provision of a tax credit or grant for 
contributions to candidates. This legislation 
was enacted on the eve of the 1988 local 
elections, so the first real test of it came in 
1991. 


Perhaps to say that the test was effective is 
an exaggeration, for only five local bodies 
passed the necessary by-law or resolution to 
bring themselves under Part III. Those five 
were: the councils of Toronto and 
Metropolitan Toronto, the school boards of 
Toronto and North York, and the Hydro 
Electric Commission of the Town of 
Oakville. The candidates involved 
numbered 249. 


All other municipal elections are the 
responsibility of the local clerk, under the 
general supervision of the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs. The Commission will 
become involved with them only if a 
complainant with regard to an infraction 
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does not receive satisfaction at the local 
level, at which point an appeal can be made 
to the Commission for adjudication of 
compliance audits, and prosecution, if 
deemed advisable. 


While the numbers involved were only a 
small proportion of the thousands of local 
candidates, the experience did provide a test 
of the legislation, particularly in respect to 
the range of expenditure limits for local 
offices. Indeed, one candidacy, that of Betty 
Disero in Toronto, resulted in two court 
cases. The second court challenge, made 
after the election, resulted not only in Disero 
being unseated, but being barred from 
sitting on council or any of its committees, 
or drawing any pay, even while awaiting an 
appeal hearing. This judgement has been 
stayed pending an appeal to the Divisional 
Court. 


The appeal was heard on June 1, 1992. The 
Commission was given leave to intervene in 
this appeal as a friend of the court and as 
we go to press judgement has been 
reserved. 


The Commission’s Administrative Role 


This experience underlines an important 
feature of the Commission’s role. Often 
candidates, parties and volunteers complain 
about certain regulations, on the assumption 
that the Commission can change them. Our 
staff have to remind the complainants that 
we do not have the power to change the 
law; that is the prerogative of the 
Legislature. Our job is simply to see that 
the law, as it stands, is upheld. 


The Disero case provides a good example of 
how the Commission’s role can _ be 
misrepresented. Disero first sought 
registration as councillor, then changed to 
the office of Mayor of Toronto, but during 
the campaign decided to withdraw her 
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candidacy for Mayor. A few days later 
Disero entered the race again for councillor. 
During her mayoralty campaign, she spent 
in excess of the limit permitted for a 
councillor’s campaign, and it was on this 
basis that a complaint was laid, charging 
breach of the spending limits. 


However, the Municipal Elections Act 
provides that a candidate can close out one 
campaign, and start afresh with another. 
This is part and parcel of a time-honoured 
tradition in Ontario municipal elections, 
namely, that a candidate can _ seek 
nomination for a number of offices, and 
later opt out of all except the one which 
s/he finally desires. In fact, this opting out 
privilege can be exercised even after 
nomination day. 


When Disero asked the Commission 
whether she could close out her mayoralty 
campaign, and start afresh in a councillor’s 
campaign with its more limited spending, 
the Commission unanimously concurred 
that she could so proceed, because the Act 
gave her this option. 


It may well be that, in a review of the 
legislation, the potential conflict in its 
multiple objectives should be resolved. 
However, as the Act stands, the option 
which Disero exercised is permitted "in clear 
language" as was acknowledged in the 
judgement even though the court went on 
to indicate to exercise the option would be 
"an absurdity”. 


Prospective Amendments 
to the Election Finances Act 


Following each election, and in each of its 
annual reports, the Commission is obligated 
to suggest amendments to the legislation 
which might more fully achieve its 
objectives or facilitate its administration. 
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Those amendments, along with others from 
any sources, are considered by an ad hoc 
committee, representative of the parties in 
the Legislature. This process began in the 
spring of 1992, and amendments will follow, 
certainly before the next election. 


The ad hoc committee is chaired by Evan 
Simpson of Hamilton, the New Democratic 
Party of Ontario’s appointee. The Ontario 
Liberal Party’s appointee is Barbara 
Sullivan, MPP for Halton Centre, and the 
Progressive Conservative Party of Ontario's 
appointee is Tom Dyson, CA of Richmond 
Hill. 


When the amendments have been 
completed, the Commission intends to hold 
another teleconferencing session (like that of 
November, 1991) on the Legislative TV 
network which covers the whole province. 
In this way we hope to assist candidates, 
riding executives, auditors and _ local 
volunteers to become fully aware of all the 
changes. 


Federal Royal Commission on 
Electoral Reform and Party Funding 


After two years of research and public 
hearings the (Lortie) Royal Commission on 
Electoral Reform and Party Funding has 
reported. It has provided a rich cafeteria of 
choices for the full implementation of 
electoral democracy. 


The purpose of election finance legislation, 
both provincially and federally, is to 
provide for the regulation of election 
financing, with public accountability. Each 
jurisdiction has sought the fulfilment of 
those objectives in varying degrees and in 
varying ways. The merit of the Lortie 
Commission report is that it suggests ways 
and means for fulfilling the objectives from 
Start to finish of the electoral process. This

means, for example, that it has made 
proposals for such components of the 
process as leadership and _ candidate 
nominating conventions. It has done so for 
the following reasons. 


Party leaders and candidates are arguably 
two of the most important individuals in the 
electoral process. Without a leader, our 
parties would be perceived by the public as 
a somewhat amorphous mass, certainly out 
of step with parliamentary traditions. 
Without candidates, electors would have no 
direct representation in parliament; elections 
would be merely a plebiscite on parties. 
Therefore, the Royal Commission contended 
that leadership and candidate conventions 
should be subjected to the same restrictions 
(such as spending limits and public 
accountability), and be the recipient of the 
same benefits (such as tax credits for 
campaign contributors). 


However, the Commission was not 
persuaded by the Lortie arguments and has 
recommended that all the proposed Royal 
Commission changes with regard to 
leadership and candidate conventions are 
internal party matters and should not be 
subject to statutory regulation. The final 
decision, of course, rests with the Legislative 
Assembly. 


Commission Outreach 


Apart from the Commission’s ongoing 
outreach to parties, volunteers and the 
media, there are two involvements with 
comparable organizations, abroad or in 
Canada. 


~The Commission is a member of a North 
_ American organization called the Council on 
Governmental Ethics Laws (COGEL). In 
September of 1992 the Commission will, in 
partnership with the Office of the Chief 
Election Officer, host the Annual Conference 
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of COGEL in Toronto. This will be only the 
second time the Conference has been held in 
Canada; the first was in Québec City in 
1987. The Chair of the COGEL Steering 
Committee this year is Ron Gould, Assistant 
Chief Electoral Officer of Canada, and the 
local host committee, covering program and 
all other convention requirements, is co- 
chaired by the Commission Chair and the 
Ontario Chief Election Officer. Thus, 
Canadians are heavily involved in what 
promises to be a useful gathering of some 
300 American and Canadian personnel 
involved in election administration, ethics 
commissions, and the administration of 
legislation covering conflict of interest and 
freedom of information and individual 
privacy. 


The second outreach is with fellow 
Canadians involved in the administration 
and financing of elections—federally, 
provincially and municipally. This annual 
meeting is held in various provincial 
capitals. Last year it was Fredericton; this 
year in Whitehorse, and next year, in 
Toronto. 


Commission Membership 


The Commission membership was 
unchanged throughout 1991. The Vice- 
Chair is rotated among the parties. It is 
currently held by Hugh K.N. MacKenzie, 
one of the Progressive Conservative Party of 
Ontario’s appointees; effective May 31, 1992, 
Penny Dickens, one of the New Democratic 
Party of Ontario’s appointees, will serve as 
Vice-Chair of the Commission. 


All public agencies are under severe budget 
restraints during this year. The format of this 
year’s annual report is one of the Commission's 
efforts to live within those constraints. It is 
totally an in-house production.

Containing recommendations in 
respect of the Indemnities and 
Allowances of Members of the 
Legislative Assembly 


The Commission reaffirms its position set out in 
its Fourteenth Report of Indemnities and 
Allowances. 


The structure of indemnities and allowances for 
Members of the Legislature has developed into 
a veritable patchwork which cries out for 
reform. In the absence of an adequate basic 
indemnity, such as has been recommended by 
the Commission for some years, the Board of 
Internal Economy has approved a wide range of 
supplementary indemnities for positions in the 
Legislature, in its committees and in the 
caucuses. Members of the Legislature have 
received a tax-free expense allowance, the tax- 
free component of which is perceived to be 
unwarranted in view of the allowances now 
available for accommodation, travel, etc. The 
whole structure needs to be rationalized. This 
Commission’s report represents a start in 
achieving that objective. 


Nomenclature 


The job of Members of the Legislature is now 
full-time. Therefore, the anachronism of 
referring to their remuneration as a sessional 
indemnity should be dropped; they are in 
receipt of a salary. 


Pay Equity 


The salary of Members should be commensurate 
with their responsibilities and comparable to 
that paid in other large Canadian jurisdictions, 
in the senior public service, or in the private 
sector. 


For example, the 1990 basic indemnity paid to a 
Member of the House of Commons is $64,400 
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(plus a tax-free allowance of $21,300); to a 
Member of the National Assembly in Quebec is 
$60,123 (plus a tax-free allowance of $10,574), 
The range of salaries for deputy ministers in 
Ontario in 1990 is $101,925 to $147,800. 
Following is a selection of average taxable 
incomes in Ontario by occupation, as reported 
in the 1988 taxation annual:

Basic Salary 


In order to achieve income parity with positions 
of comparable responsibilities and time 
demands, the following is our reform package 
for salaries of Members for whom there has 
been no increase over the past three years: 


Current Sessional Indemnity 


Add: 5% Cost of Living Increase 
for 1989 


Add: 5% Cost of Living Increase 
for 1990 


Add: Tax-Free Expense Allowance, 
adjusted for Income Tax on 
the assumption of a 40.56 
marginal tax rate 


: Committee Allowance, 
adjusted for Income Tax 4308 


RECOMMENDED BASE SALARY $76,603 


There should be a comparable adjustment for the 
leaders’ expense allowance. 
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This recommendation of $76,603 for the base 
salary of Members is contingent upon the 
termination of not only the tax-free component 
of expense allowances, but also per diems for 
committee work, as was recommended by the 
Camp Commission in 1975. (There are no extra 
payments for committee work in the House of 
Commons.) 


With the implementation of this reform package, 
the base salary of a Member would remain 
marginally below that of an accountant or of a 
secondary school principal. It would be 58% of 
the average taxable income of Ontario doctors, 
67% of the average income of Ontario lawyers, 
and significantly - up to nearly 100% - below 
that of Ontario deputy ministers. 


Pensions 


The Commission is aware that an increase of the 
Members’ basic salary would also increase the 
Members’ pension benefits as well as the 
severance allowance. We feel that Members 
should have the same entitlement for amounts 
paid into their pension plan as those in the 
public and private sectors. However, we do feel 
that the criteria for eligibility with respect to 
Members’ pensions should be reviewed. 


Commission's Terms of Reference 


As set out in Section 75 of the Legislative 
Assembly Act, our terms of reference are as 
follows: 


The Commission shall each year review and 
make such recommendations as it considers 
proper in respect of the indemnities and 
allowances of Members of the Assembly under 
this Act. 


Since 1978 there have been not only adjustments 
to existing indemnities and allowances, but a 
proliferation of additional indemnities and 
allowances which were approved by the Board 
of Internal Economy in the absence of an 
adequate basic salary for Members. If a basic 
salary is provided through implementation of 
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the above reform package, many of these extra 
indemnities and allowances should be reviewed. 


They should be reviewed for another reason: 
the rationale, or the formula for their increase 
over the years, is not discernible. Scanning of 
the table of indemnities and allowances raises 
many questions: is the additional indemnity 
paid to the Speaker adequately reflective of the 
extra responsibilities tied to the position? 
Conversely, is the payment of $5,313 to the vice- 
chair of a committee a justifiable figure for such 
light responsibilities? There appears to have 
been no effort over the years to evaluate 
positions - perhaps even to establish job 
descriptions - and assess the appropriate level of 
remuneration for them. 


The Commission would therefore recommend 
that the Board of Internal Economy should 
commission an appropriate agency to do an 
independent assessment of the whole range of 
indemnities and allowances, and in the process, 
to recommend some formula for increases. 
With such an assessment it would then be 
possible to complete the reform package, a first 
instalment of which is contained in this report. 


Furthermore, since the Members are now ina 
third year without an _ increase, the 
Commission’s 5% cost-of-living increase merits 
a review.

Notes to Financial Statement 
March 31, 1991 
1. ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
(a) Basis of accounting 


The Commission uses the cash basis of accounting which is modified to allow an additional thirty days to 
pay for goods and services pertaining to the fiscal year just ended. 


(b) Furniture and equipment 


Expenditures on furniture and equipment are expensed in the year of acquisition. 


2. SOURCE OF FUNDS 


Expenditures are paid out of the Legislative Assembly Fund of the Office of the Assembly. 


3. SUBSIDIES 
The Election Finances Act requires payment by the Commission of the following subsidies: 


e Candidate campaign expenses to every registered candidate who receives at least 15 per cent of the popular 
vote in an electoral district. The reimbursed amount is the lesser of the candidate’s campaign expenses or 20 
per cent of the allowable maximum campaign expenditure limit based on the number of voters in the 
candidate’s electoral district. Candidates in designated northern electoral districts may receive an additional 
$5,000. 


e Campaign expenses to every registered party that receives at least 15 per cent of the popular vote in any 
electoral district. The reimbursed amount is five cents per eligible voter in each electoral district in which the 
party receives at least 15 per cent of the popular vote. 


¢ Audit fees for annual, campaign, and special returns of each registered constituency association to a 
maximum of $400 per return. 


¢ Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each registered candidate to a maximum of $800 per return. 


Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each leadership contestant to a maximum of $600 per return. 


4. ANONYMOUS AND EXCESS CONTRIBUTIONS 


Under the Act, anonymous contributions received by a registered political party, constituency association, 
candidate or leadership contestant must be remitted to the Commission. In addition, excess contributions must 


be remitted to the Commission where the recipient is unable to recover the official receipt and refund the excess 
to the contributor.

The Commission on Election Finances administers the Election Finances 
Act, which provides for registration of Ontario’s political parties, 
constituency (riding) associations, candidates in by-elections and provincial 
elections, and leadership contestants. During a provincial election 
campaign, the Commission supervises limits on campaign expenses and 
political contributions to registered parties, constituency associations and 
candidates, and imposes a time period for advertising. 


Political parties and candidates may obtain subsidies for campaign 
expenses by filing audited campaign period statements of income and 
expenses, and annual financial statements, including assets and liabilities. 
Tax credit receipts are provided for contributions, within set limits, to 
parties, riding associations and candidates. Leadership contestants must 
file audited financial statements of income, including a list of contributions 
over $100, and expenses. There are no limits on contributions, but also no 
tax credits for leadership contestants. All filings are made public. 


The Legislative Assembly Act requires the Commission to review annually 
the indemnities and allowances of members of the Assembly. 
Recommendations are reported to the Speaker for presentation to the 
Assembly. 


The Commission also administers Part III of the Municipal Elections Act, 
providing for the registration of candidates at a local government election. 
Municipal candidates must also file audited campaign period statements 
of income and expenses. The Municipal Elections Act imposes limits on 
contributions and expenses and provides for a tax credit or rebate system.

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The Chair’s introduction to the annual report 
provides an opportunity to step back, so to 
speak, from the routine of the Commission’s 
work, and attempt an overall assessment of new 
developments. 

The dominant feature of 1992 was a growing 
‘preoccupation with matters pertaining to 
municipal elections. That was not surprising 
because the deadline for filing of financial 
statements by candidates was June 30. 
Inevitably, before that date there were many 
questions from CFOs, and afterwards, some 
problems in achieving complete compliance 
with the legislation. But the most outstanding 
feature of this year’s experience was the amount 
of high-profile litigation that emerged, primarily 
in relation to the Betty Disero candidacies in 
Toronto. This resulted in considerable expense 
and nearly doubled the agenda of the 
Commission’s monthly meetings. Fuller details 
are provided in a review of the municipal 
elections, to be found on page 4. 


At the moment the Commission has jurisdiction 
over only a small proportion of all candidates 
Tunning for municipal office. These are 
candidates seeking office in local councils, 
school boards or public utilities which have 
opted for providing tax credits or cash rebates 
to campaign contributors. In 1992 there were 
five such bodies involving 249 candidates. 


This merely underlines the concern which the 
Commission has had ever since municipal 
election finances regulation was first legislated 
in 1988. While quite willing to make available 
its expertise, gained with nearly two decades of 
experience in administering provincial election 
finances regulations, the Commission feels that 
it is not structured to deal with what could 
grow to nearly 20,000 "independent" candidates 
at the local level. 


The reason for this concern is that the 
Commission is structured on a party basis; six 
of its nine members being nominees--two 
Apiece--representative of each of the parties in 
the Legislature. Since there is no formal 
acknowledgement of political parties in 
municipal elections, this is an organizational 
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misfit. Besides, most of the direction of local 
campaigns is inevitably the responsibility of the 
municipal clerk with the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs providing supervision. To the extent 
that an appeal body is needed for resolving 
complaints that are not, or cannot, be finalized 
at the local level, a commissioner, outside the 
Ministry, could fulfil the responsibilities without 
going to the expense of setting up a whole new 
commission structured to meet the 
circumstances of local elections. 


Over the past five years Commission members 
have expressed these concerns about their 
involvement in the municipal election process. 
Steps are being taken to review the situation 
with the Ministry of Municipal Affairs during 
the coming year. 


Growing Amount of Litigation 


The experience with increasing court action in 
connection with municipal elections is only the 
beginning of that story. During the first 15 
years of the Commission’s existence, there were 
only three instances where it was felt that the 
legislation had been deliberately and flagrantly 
contravened, and therefore prosecution was 
necessary. Otherwise, the Commission has 
worked with local volunteers in the hope of 
correcting minor contraventions and avoiding 
their recurrence in the future. 


That situation changed significantly with the 
spate of charges involved in the Patti Starr affair 
and with municipal elections running a close 
second. In addition, there were charges against 
the former chief financial officer of the Hamilton 
Centre Provincial Liberal Association, for 
acceptance of contributions in excess of the limit 
of $750. Pre-trial motions by defence counsel, 
with appeals and counter appeals, prolonged 
this court action over more than two years, 
though it concluded with a plea of guilty anda 
fine of $100 on each of two accounts. The case 
was finally concluded in 1992. 


Finally, there are threats of even more litigation 
in connection with the enforcement of broadcast 
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regulations. In every election there are 
accusations of unfair allocation of television and 
radio time among candidates. Commission’s 
counsel has advised that the question of the 
allocation of air-time falls under the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the federal authority--the 
Ganadtanuthadioelelevisrvonweand 
Telecommunication Commission (CRTC). This 
was confirmed by Judge Borins in a case before 
him alleging the Commission’s neglect in 
enforcement, but that judgement is now under 
appeal. As they say in the media world, "Stay 
tuned." 


Electoral Reform 


The year 1992 gave promise of a surge in 
electoral reform. As detailed elsewhere, an Ad 
Hoc Committee of representatives of the three 
parties in the Legislature is currently reviewing 
the provincial legislation. The Committee is 
chaired by Dr. Evan Simpson, the ONDP 
representative, with Barbara Sullivan, MPP for 
Halton Centre, for the Liberals, and Tom Dyson, 
for the Conservatives. 


Federal developments are proceeding. The 
Special Committee of the House of Commons 
charged with making recommendations for 
electoral reform has released its first interim 
report which deals primarily with changes 
related to the actual voling. It indicates that its 
second annual report would deal with a number 
of very substantive matters, such as 
broadcasting, disclosure of information in public 
opinion polls, third party advertising, 
decriminalization of offences in election 
campaign financing at both the local and 
national levels, and enforcement. 


However, in its first report the Committee broke 
from its preoccupation with changes in the 
actual voting to include one aspect of the 
controversial issue of third party advertising. It 
endorsed the Lortie Royal Commission’s 
recommendation that there should be a limit of 
$1,000 for any individual or organization 
responsible for advertising directed at a specific 
individual or party. However, it did not extend 
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that limitation to so-called indirect, or 
advocacy/issue, advertising as Lortie has 
proposed. In other words, the massive; 
campaign ads which characterized the 1988 
federal election campaign would still be 
permitted. 


Whether the third party advertising issue will 
be revisited in the next interim report of the: 
Committee remains to be seen. A careful 
reading of the transcript of the Committee: 
hearing indicates that opposition members are: 
committed to extending some form of limitation, 
if not banning, to all third party indirect 
advertising. | However, Harvé André, the 
Government House Leader, expressed personal 
reservations, and added, "That’s my opinion, not 
a reflection of government policy. We haven't 
dealt with it because it hasn’t been a’ 
recommendation before us.” 


Federal decisions on this issue will be relevant 
"food for thought" for the provincial Ad Hoo 
Committee because third party advertising is 
perhaps the most important issue on their 
agenda. 


Commission Outreach 


Quite apart from the regular outreach of 
Commission staff through correspondence, 
telephone and facsimile with the volunteers ir) 
the field, we hope to personalize this process 
even further in 1993. As soon as the Ad Hoc 
Committee at the Legislature has completed its 
review of proposed amendments to the Electior 
Finances Act, and the Legislature has passed ar 
amending bill, the Commission hopes, throug 

the cooperation of the Broadcast and Recording 

Service of the Legislature, to organize anothe! 


tele-conferencing session with CFOs and othe: 
local officials. 


It will be recalled that a first such experiment it 
November, 1991, using the legislative broadcas 
channel which reaches into every constituency 
covering 92% of the province’s population, wa.

_The Bagman is Gone! 


‘Many readers of the Commission’s annual 
report will also be familiar with our "Election 
Finances Reporter", a newsletter which 
periodically keeps parties, local officials and 
_ MPPs up-to-date. They will also recall that on 
_ the left corner of the masthead of the "Reporter" 
_ was a little cartooned figure, captioned as "The 
| Bagman." 


There has long been a rumbling of discontent 
about this "logo." It was deemed to be 
inappropriate, if not in contradiction of the basic 


_ philosophy which has inspired election finances 
| legislation. But inertia held sway, and nothing 


was done. 


In response to the publication Words that Count 
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Women Out In, a publication by the Ontario 
Women’s Directorate, the Commission has 
removed the term "Bagman." You can see for 
yourselves with the next edition of the Reporter. 


Personnel Changes 


Membership on the Commission is for a five- 
year term, with renewal for a second term 
permitted. Since the terms have become 
staggered because of mid-term resignations over 
the years, it means that there is usually a 
change in personnel every year. 1992 was no 
exception. Gordon Brigden, one of the ONDP 
nominees, resigned for personal reasons and has 
been succeeded by Jack Murray. Also, the vice- 
chair is rotated among the three parties for two- 
year periods. Hugh Mackenzie, a conservative 
nominee, has been succeeded by Penny Dickens, 
an ONDP nominee. 


The Commission’s Independence 


At its meeting of last September 30, the 
Commission unanimously approved a 
recommendation that the statutory obligation to 
report apparent contraventions of the Act to the 
Attorney General be eliminated. In a letter 
received by the Commission on January 21, The 
Honourable Howard Hampton, then Attorney 
General, in effect, responded negatively. 
However, he expressed an interest in being 
advised of the Commission’s views on the 
eventual findings of the Ad Hoc Committee 
now charged with recommending amendments 
to the Election Finances legislation. 


There are a number of reasons for the 
Commission’s recommendation that _ its 
traditional ties to the ministry of the 
Attorney-General be eliminated. The first and 
most basic one is to ensure both the reality and 
the public appearance of the Commission’s 
independence in the exercise of its judgment on 
the enforcement of election finances legislation. 


There are between 500 and 600 government 
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agencies in Ontario. They are accountable to 
one or other of the ministries. In addition there 
are six legislative agencies, the Commission 
being one, which are accountable, not to the 
government, but to the Legislature. (The other 
five are: the Office of the Chief Election Officer, 
the Provincial Auditor, the Ombudsman, the 
Commission on Conflict of Interest and the 
Information and Privacy Commissioner.) 


When they were originally established, it was 
the intention of the Legislature, and of the 
government of the day, that these six agencies 
should be independent in the exercise of their 
statutory responsibilities. However, that 
independence has been qualified from the 
beginning of the Election Finances Commission 
because of its obligation to report all 
contraventions to and seek advice from the 
Attorney General before proceeding with any 
prosecution. 


The usefulness of this process is questionable 
because, notwithstanding the opinion of the 
Attorney General, the statutory power for 
making the final decision rests with the 
Commission. Why, then, the practice of having 
to report to the Attorney-General if the advice 
can be ignored? It is a rather anomalous 
compromise between respecting the 
independence of the Commission while 
interfering unnecessarily with it. 


In only one other Canadian jurisdiction, New 
Brunswick, is there any obligation on the person 
Or organization responsible for enforcing 
election finances legislation to report to, or seek 
the advice of, the Attorney General. In all other 
Canadian jurisdictions, the decision rests with 
the person or organization responsible for 
enforcement, on the advice of legal counsel, 
either on staff as in Quebec, or on retainer as in 
Manitoba. The irony of the current situation in 
Ontario is that the decision finally rests with the 
Commission, but the process of getting to it is 
cluttered up with the statutory obligation to 
report to, and seek the advice of the 
Attorney-General. 


Early in the New Year, The Honourable Marion 
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Boyd became the Attorney General. Discussions 
with The Honourable Minister will be continued 
throughout 1993 in the hope that the 18-year! 
old, statutorily imposed ties of the Commission 
with the Ministry of the Attorney General can 
be eliminated. | 


Local Government | 
Rayside v. Disero 


In the 1991 local elections one of the candidacies 
resulted in court challenges and extended 
coverage in the Metropolitan Toronto media. Ir 
Toronto, Betty Disero dropped out of the 
mayoralty race and later registered for re 
election as a councillor. Professor Rayside 
challenged the legitimacy of Disero’s candidacy; 
as she spent more in the mayoralty campaigri 
than was permitted as the limit for a counci: 
campaign. The lower court not only concurred! 
but barred her from the council seat. However 
the appeal court dismissed Rayside’s challenge: 
In its judgement there were two points o 
interest for future guidance: first, the curren’ 
Act clearly stipulates that a candidate can dro 
out of one race, and later register for anothei 
without the obligation of carrying forward the 
first campaign expenditures; second, the cour 
has no jurisdiction over the legitimacy of ¢ 
candidacy because the Act stipulates that the 
final decision rests with the Commission or 
Election Finances and is subject only to judicia 
review for exceeding its legal authority. 


Compliance Audit Appeals 


Under the compliance audit provisions of Par 
Il of the Municipal Elections Act an elector i 
permitted to request a compliance audit of i 
candidate’s campaign finances. If the municipa 
council, school board, or local board involvec 
fails to act or turns down an elector’s reques 
for a compliance audit, the elector can appeal t 
the Commission for determination. Similarly, i 
the local jurisdiction fails to act on the finding. 
of the compliance auditor’s report thi 
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Commission is required to consider such a 
report. Following the end of the reporting 
_ period for the 1991 campaigns, the Commission 
‘has dealt with five appeals requesting 
_ compliance audits and one appeal arising out of 
_a compliance auditor’s report. In all cases, the 
appeals were denied. 


Disqualification of 
Local Government Candidates 


_ The statutory requirement for local government 
. candidates who ran in the November 12, 1991 
_ regular local government elections was the filing 
_ of audited financial statements by June 30, 1992. 
_ Those who failed to do so were notified that if 
_ they did not comply with the law within thirty 
‘days, by August 7, 1992, they would be 
ineligible to run again for election up to and 
‘including the next local government elections. 
In addition to the automatic disqualification 
penalty, candidates and their chief financial 
_ officers could be liable to financial penalties not 
_ exceeding $5,000. 


Sixteen candidates registered under Part II of 
the Municipal Elections Act failed to file the 
| required audited financial statements within the 
_extended thirty day period allowed by the 
legislation. 


| Under section 196 of the Municipal Elections 
| Act these candidates were automatically 
_ disqualified from holding any local government 
_ Office in Ontario up to and including the 1994 

local government elections. Further, persons 

who donated funds to their campaigns were 
also disqualified from receiving their tax credit 

Or cash rebate. In view of the automatic 
penalties imposed by the Municipal Elections 
_ Act on the candidates and their contributors, the 
Commission decided not to initiate legal 
_ proceedings against the candidates and their 
_ Chief financial officers. 
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Review of the Municipal Elections Act 


During the 1991 local government elections a 
number of issues were raised concerning the 
election campaign financing provisions of the 
Municipal Elections Act. A review of the 
campaign finances areas of the Municipal 
Elections Act was undertaken by the 
Commission. The focus of this review was to 
identify and evaluate issues of substance arising 
out of the 1991 local government electoral 
process and to develop recommendations for the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs. A limited 
consultation was undertaken. Comments were 
received from a number of groups and 
individuals including the Association of 
Municipal Clerks and Treasurers of Ontario. 
From these submissions a number of concerns 
were identified, such as joint campaigns, 
changing candidacy, time restrictions on 
commercial advertising, surplus calculation, etc. 
Recommendations were considered by the 
Commission and draft amendments to the Act 
are being prepared. Copies of these proposed 
amendments will be available on request.

The Commission reaffirms its position set out in 
its Fifteenth Report of Indemnities and 
Allowances. 


The structure of indemnities and allowances for 
Members of the Legislature has developed into 
a veritable patchwork which cries out for 
reform. In the absence of an adequate basic 
indemnity, such as has been recommended by 
the Commission for some years, the Board of 
Internal Economy has approved a wide range of 
supplementary indemnities for positions in the 
Legislature, in its committees and in the 
caucuses. Members of the Legislature have 
received a tax-free expense allowance, the tax- 
free component of which is perceived to be 
unwarranted in view of the allowances now 
available for accommodation, travel, etc. The 
whole structure needs to be rationalized. This 
Commission’s report represents a start in 
achieving that objective. 


Nomenclature 


The job of Members of the Legislature is now 
full-time. Therefore, the anachronism of 
referring to their remuneration as a sessional 
indemnity should be dropped; they are in 
receipt of a salary. 


Pay Equity 


The salary of Members should be commensurate 
with their responsibilities and comparable to 
that paid in other large Canadian jurisdictions, 
in the senior public service, or in the private 
sector. 


For example, the 1990 basic indemnity paid to a 
Member of the House of Commons is $64,400 
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(plus a tax-free allowance of $21,300); to @ 
Member of the National Assembly in Quebec is 
$60,123 (plus a tax-free allowance of $10,574): 
The range of salaries for deputy ministers ir 
Ontario in 1990 is $101,925 to $147,800

There should be a comparable adjustment for the 
leaders’ expense allowance. 
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This recommendation of $76,603 for the base 
salary of Members is contingent upon the 
termination of not only the tax-free component

of expense allowances, but also per diems for 


_committee work, as was recommended by the 
_Camp Commission in 1975. (There are no extra 
_ payments for committee work in the House of 
_ Commons.) 


With the implementation of this reform package, 


the base salary of a Member would remain 


marginally below that of an accountant or of a 
secondary school principal. It would be 58% of 
the average taxable income of Ontario doctors, 
67% of the average income of Ontario lawyers, 
and significantly - up to nearly 100% - below 
that of Ontario deputy ministers. 


Pensions 


- The Commission is aware that an increase of the 


Members’ basic salary would also increase the 
Members’ pension benefits as well as the 


_ severance allowance. We feel that Members 
should have the same entitlement for amounts 
_ paid into their pension plan as those in the 


_ public and private sectors. However, we do feel 


that the criteria for eligibility with respect to 
Members’ pensions should be reviewed. 
Commission’s Terins of Reference 


As set out in Section 75 of the Legislative 
Assembly Act, our terms of reference are as 


follows: 


The Commission shall each year review and 
make such recommendations as it considers 
proper in respect of the indemnities and 
allowances of Members of the Assembly under 
this Act. 


Since 1978 there have been not only adjustments 
to existing indemnities and allowances, but a 
proliferation of additional indemnities and 
allowances which were approved by the Board 
of Internal Economy in the absence of an 
adequate basic salary for Members. If a basic 
Salary is provided through implementation of 
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the above reform package, many of these extra 
indemnities and allowances should be reviewed. 


They should be reviewed for another reason: 
the rationale, or the formula for their increase 
over the years, is not discernible. Scanning of 
the table of indemnities and allowances raises 
many questions: is the additional indemnity 
paid to the Speaker adequately reflective of the 
extra responsibilities tied to the position? 
Conversely, is the payment of $5,313 to the vice- 
chair of a committee a justifiable figure for such 
light responsibilities? There appears to have 
been no effort over the years to evaluate 
positions - perhaps even to establish job 
descriptions - and assess the appropriate level of 
remuneration for them. 


The Commission would therefore recommend 
that the Board of Internal Economy commission 
an appropriate agency to do an independent 
assessment of the whole range of indemnities 
and allowances, and in the process, recommend 
some formula for increases. With such an 
assessment it would then be possible to 
complete the reform package, a first instalment 
of which is contained in this report. 


Furthermore, since the Members are now in a 
fourth year without an _ increase, the 
Commission’s 5% cost-of-living increase merits 
a review.

The Sixteenth Report of the Commission on 
Election Finances containing recommendations 
in respect of the Indemnities and Allowances of 
Members of the Legislative Assembly, dated 
January 27, 1993 has already been delivered to 
the Speaker, and distributed to the Legislature. 


During the last four months the Legislatures of 
both Alberta and British Columbia have 
received reports of independent consultants 
commissioned to review the total remuneration 
of their members, and to recommend 
appropriate adjustments. These reports provide 
a useful supplement to the recommendations 
which we have made for remuneration of 
Ontario MPPs, and are herewith summarized 
for that purpose. 


It should be noted at the outset that our terms 
of reference are much more limited than those 
of the Alberta and British Columbia studies; 
ours are restricted to indemnities and 
allowances whereas theirs covers the full range 
of current and deferred (through pensions) 
payments in cash or through benefits. In 
Ontario this wider range of payments remains 
the responsibility of the Board of Internal 
Economy and/or the Legislature through 
amendment of the statute. 


ALBERTA STUDY 


The Alberta Study took essentially the same 
factors into consideration as we did in arriving 
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at our reform package of two years ago, anc 
therefore, not surprisingly, it has made 
remarkably similar recommendations. | 


Those recommendations, in both Ontario anc 
Alberta, were based on the assumption tha’ 
legislative members have a full-time job 
Therefore, they should be remunerated at a leve. 
comparable not only with legislators in othe: 
Canadian jurisdictions, but also with person: 
carrying similar responsibilities in the senio: 


public and private sectors. Further, that the 


anachronistic indemnities and the  unfai’ 
element in tax-free allowances should be 
abolished in favour of a salary providing the 
equivalent after-tax income. | 


With this fundamentally different approach, thi 
salary recommended for an Alberta MLA i 
$68,650. This compares with our proposec 
salary of $72,157 for an Ontario MPP, (Thy 
$76,603 figure in our reform package containec 
a catchup of $4,446 for two annual increase 
which were not given.) As was pointed oul 
this salary would compare with the average fo 
secondary school principals, at $78,000; wit) 
self-employed accountants, at $79,000; with sel! 
employed dentists at $110,000; with sell 
employed lawyers, at $114,000; and with self 
employed doctors, at $132,000. 


B.C. STUDY | 


While the recommendations in the Albert’ 
study confirm the fairness of our reforr 
package, it is difficult to make a simila 
comparison with the recommendations of th 
B.C. study because of the significantly differer 
factors taken into consideration. For exampli 
the B.C. consultant did not consider th 
remuneration in other Canadian jurisdictions t 
be particularly relevant, and concentrated on > 

comparison with salaries and benefits in th 
public and private sectors in British Columbi' 
Furthermore, the allowance for committee wo! | 
was excluded from the definition of an MLA’ 
remuneration so that it remains a_ tax- fre 

benefit rather than an allowance.

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Because legislative pensions in B.C. are higher 
than those in the private sector, the B.C. report 
concluded that the MLA’s total compensation is 
such that no change need be made in the 
current indemnity and_ tax-free expense 
allowance which now total $49,218. 


Interestingly, Hay Management calculated for 
the B.C. report that $64,400 is the relevant 
private sector equivalent of MLA’s indemnity 
nd allowance. That compares with Alberta’s 
$68,650 and Ontario’s $72,157. 


IMPLICATIONS FOR ONTARIO 


Ge interest to Ontario, the B.C. report 
recommends aé_e different procedure for 
determining the legislative members’ 
remuneration. In this province successive 
governments have resorted to various 
procedures, including during the 1960s, a 
committee representative of business, labour 
and farmers. In 1978 the Legislative Assembly 
Act was amended to assign this independent 
assessment role to the Commission on Election 
Finances. But it is noteworthy that no 
government has ever accepted an independent 
assessment, including the sixteen reports of our 
Commission. 


The B.C. Report proposes that "an independent, 
neutral and knowledgeable person from private 
life’ be appointed by the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly, after appropriate 
consultation, to be the "Commissioner on MLA 
Remuneration”. 


Further, that consideration be given to the 
utilization of a formula to adjust remuneration 
levels from time-to-time and that the formula be 
made up of 40% Cost of Living Index, 40% All 
Industry Average Weekly Earnings, and 20% 
Labour Ministry’s All Sector Negotiated Wage 
Increase. 


The duties of the B.C. Commissioner of MLA 
Remuneration would include an automatic 
review of the formula results where its increase 
is 5% or more, with authority to confirm or 
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reduce, but not to increase the result. Further, 
that the recommendation of the independent 
Commissioner would be binding, subject only to 
the appropriate vote of the Legislative Assembly 
for acceptance or rejection, but not for change. 


If the Election Finances Commission is to 
remain the appropriate independent body for 
recommending MPP salary levels, adoption of 
the procedures under consideration in B.C. 
might make ours a more meaningful exercise. 
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The Members of the Commission 
extend their appreciation 
to parties, constituency associations 
and other officials who support them, 
for the conscientious effort to comply with 
the provisions of the Act.

The Commission on Election Finances administers the Election Finances Act 
which provides for registration of Ontario’s political parties, constituency 
(riding) associations, candidates in by-elections and provincial elections, and 
leadership contestants. During a provincial election campaign, the 
Commission supervises limits on campaign expenses and _ political 
contributions to registered parties, constituency associations and candidates, 
and imposes a time period for advertising. 


Political parties and candidates may obtain subsidies for campaign expenses 
by filing audited campaign period statements of income and expenses, and 
annual financial statements, including assets and liabilities. Tax credit 
receipts are provided for contributions, within set limits, to parties, riding 
associations and. candidates. Leadership contestants must file audited 
financial statements of income, including a list of contributions over $100, 
and expenses. There are no limits on contributions, but also no tax credits 
for leadership contestants. All filings are made public. 


The Legislative Assembly Act requires the Commission to review annually 
the indemnities and allowances of members of the Assembly, 
Recommendations are reported to the Speaker for presentation to the 
Assembly. 


The Commission also administers Part III of the Municipal Elections Act, 
providing for the registration of candidates at a local government election. 
Municipal candidates must also file audited campaign period statements of 


income and expenses. The Municipal Elections Act imposes limits on 


contributions and expenses and provides for a tax credit or rebate system.

During its first decade, the work of the 
Commission on Election Finances developed 
nto a relatively unbroken routine. Financial 
‘eturns were reviewed; errors were corrected; 
-FOs were scolded for late filings; in only two 
yr three cases were charges laid for 
‘ontraventions; newsletters were issued and 
egional workshops were held to keep local 
rolunteers up-to-dateon statutory requirements. 


his continues as the basic work of the 
sommission, but during the last eight years the 
outine has been broken by a succession of 
evelopments which have produced a highly 
ophisticated and professional organization. In 
his, my last introduction, as Chair, to the 
nnual report, I propose to review these 
evelopments, and how they have contributed 
9 the current state of affairs in the 
/ommission’s work. 


‘hose eight years began in 1986 with significant 
mendments to the election finances legislation. 
he Commission has always been obligated by 
1e Act to recommend amendments in each of 
s annual reports. It did so, regularly, from 
975 to 1985, but the Government did not 
spond. In the Liberal/New Democratic 
cord, which brought the Peterson 
‘overnment into office in 1985, electoral 
‘form was given a high priority. An ad hoc 
ommittee, representative of the parties in the 
legislature, reviewed the accumulation of 
oposed amendments and reported. As a 
isult, the Election Finances Act, 1986 was 
jissed. 


lany of the changes were merely a reflection 
© the cost of living increase since 1975. 
fontribution limits for constituency 
ésociations and parties were increased, as well 
@ the level of tax credits for contributors. But 
cher more significant changes were made: 
tere had been a limit on contributions, but 


not on campaign spending by candidates and 
parties; now a limit was fixed on spending. For 
the first time in Canada, party leadership 
campaigns were brought under the jurisdiction 
of the Commission, requiring registration of 
leadership candidates and the filing of financial 
returns indicating revenues, expenditures and 
the names of all contributors of over $100. 
Thus, public accountability was extended to 
this important segment of the electoral process. 


A Modern Operation 


The early period of these eight years witnessed 
"a changing of the guard" at the Commission. 
Don Joynt, who had been executive director 
from the outset, retired. He was succeeded 
briefly by Robert Dobson, and then by 
Gordon Kushner, who has held that key 


administrative post since 1988. 


Under Kushner’s direction, the operations of 
the Commission have been computerized, so 
that all the advantages of modern technology 
are available to both the Commission’s staff 
and the CFOs of candidates, constituency 
associations and parties. Finally, in 1993 the 
Commission’s offices were moved from the 8th 
to the 11th floor of the same building with 
somewhat less, but more attractive space and 
efficient quarters, and at an annual rental 
savings of $75,000 during a 10-year lease. 


Patti Starr Affair 


Regular, almost daily contact by telephone and/ 
or facsimile is maintained with CFOs, but it 
continues to be supplemented by a periodic 
newsletter (replacing the unfortunately named 
Bagman), and now by a periodic tele- 
conferencing session held on the Legislative 
Broadcast Network, bringing all 130 
constituency association officials together for an 


update on problems and changes in the administration. 


Z 
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Undoubtedly, the newsiest aspect of the 
Commission’s operation in the past eight years 
was the so-called Patti Starr Affair. Having laid 
only a handful of charges for breaches of the 
Act during its first 10 years or more, the 
Commission was faced with extensive 
violations. Most of them stemmed from the 
activities of Patti Starr, but involved candidates 
and constituency associations; some were 
violations of the Election Finances Act, 1986 
but others were criminal prosecutions launched 
by a government ministry. 


The Commission’s task in coping with this rash 
of offences was complicated by the fact that 
when a top aide of Premier Peterson became 
involved and the Government established the 
Houlden Commission to investigate the whole 
affair, the Commission lost the services of the 
police and had to employ its own investigative 
personnel and royal commission counsel. Of a 
potential of over 180 breaches of the Act, 
ultimately 77 charges were laid, 34 of them 
against Patti Starr. Quite apart from the 
criminal charges which resulted in six-month’s 
imprisonment, eight convictions were achieved 
for violation of the Election Finances Act 
1986, and monetary penalties imposed. 


What can be said of the impact of this unhappy 
chapter? It heightened the review of 
contribution legitimacy by CFOs, but most 
importantly, it provided a resounding answer to 
the cynic’s assertion that the election finances 
legislation can be breached with impunity. 
Why? Because there are at least five reviews at 
any one of which a violation can be caught. 
There is a routine check by the CFO on all 
contributions and expenditures; a professional 
audit by a licensed accountant, of the financial 
filing; a further review by the Commission’s 
compliance staff and then by the Commission’s 
multi-party membership; and most importantly 
of all, the public availability of financial filings 
so that opposing candidates and parties, and 
investigative media can reveal errors or 


omissions that have been deliberately, | 
unwittingly included in the financial statemer 
There may be relatively minor breaches of tl 
Act which are undetected—suchas contributio. 
from other than a person’s own resources, « 
out-of-jurisdiction contributions which a 
made through an Ontario resident-but tl 
integrity of the election finances administratic 
remains substantially intact. 


Campaign Spending Limits 


The 1986 amendment imposing campais 
spending limits has significantly reduced tl 
escalation of election budgets. Candida 
campaign expenditures ranged as high | 
$150,000 in the 1985 election. With the limi 
imposed a year later, expenditures for ¢ 
average-sized constituency association were 
the range of $45,000. In the two gener 
elections since, expenditures of the Liberals, . 
the governing party, were in the average rany 
of $36,000; for the Progressive Conservatives, 
the average range of $26-28,000; and for tl: 
New Democrats, in the average range of $1. 
20,000. Interestingly, this significant restrictic 
on spending has not resulted in any apparey 
inhibition of the electoral process. |

Leadership Contests 


The extension of the regulation of campaig 
finances to party leadership contests, whi 
unprecedented as legislation (there had hither 
been efforts at internal regulation by partie 
was an important first step. While there is 1 
limit on contributions or expenditures, andr. 
tax credit for contributions, there is publ 
accountability through audited  financi 
statements, and the mandatory listing of 1 
names of all contributors of over $100. At lea 
the public is now aware of who is financing « 
aspiring leadership candidate, although, there 


no statutory obligation to make th 
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a 


iformation available before the leadership vote 
taken. 


. few administrative problems have emerged in 
number of leadership campaigns, including 
1ose of the Liberal and Conservative parties. 
rospective candidates are barred from raising 
r spending money before the campaign period 
as been designated by the party. An exception 
for research and related clerical expenses. 
ut is the spending of money by prospective 
undidates a breach of the Act before they have 
gistered and therefore, have legally become a 
indidate? Or is money spent before, or 
uring the designated campaign period 
countable if it was in pursuit of the 
indidate’s normal professional duties? Finally, 
ie Act originally assumed that the choice of a 
lader would be made by a vote at a 
mvention. Some parties are experimenting 
ith one member/one vote, with or without 
1e traditional convention; one party rotates 
5 leadership among provincial council 
embers. So the statutory requirement has 
»en amended by a Commission guideline—that 
1e choice of a leader can be made by whatever 
‘eans the party chooses.

egulation of 


iocal Government Elections 


ne greatest single addition to the workload of 
‘e Commission members and the staff during 
/€ past eight years has been passage of the 
‘unicipal Elections Act. It is generally 
‘odelled on the provincial legislation, with 
propriate variations for the different 
cumstances in election for councils, school 
yards or public utilities, and between large and 
all municipalities. The legislation came into 
fect just three months in advance of the 1989 
cal government elections, and of course, was 
‘lly operative for the 1991 election. 


Most of the responsibility for local government 
elections falls to the municipal clerk, under the 
general direction of the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs. The Commission on Election Finances 
becomes responsible under either of two sets of 
circumstances: first, when the local body 
(council, school board or public utility) opts for 
providing a tax credit or rebate to campaign 
contributors, the candidate must register with 
the Commission, conform with all the limits 
on contributions and expenditures, and provide 
an audited financial statement; and second, if a 
complaint is laid against a candidate, and it 
cannot be, or is not resolved at the local level, 
application can be made to the provincial 
Commission to undertake a compliance audit, 
and its decision is final and binding. 


Interestingly, only five of the literally hundreds 
of local bodies have opted into the tax credit or 
rebate program for campaign contributions in 
1988 and in 1991. This amounts to no more 
than 300 or 400 of the tens of thousands of 
candidates across Ontario. Moreover, only five 
requests for compliance audits have been made 
in the wake of the 1991 election. In all cases 
the appeals were denied. 


In spite of this marginal involvement of the 
Commission in local government elections, it 
has represented an increase in the workload far 
beyond the small numbers. The few hundred 
local candidates provided an opportunity to 
work out "the bugs" in the legislation, but in 
the process there have been court challenges 
and appeals, with all the attendant expenditure 
of time and money in investigations, legal 
counsel and court hearings. Again, despite the 
small numbers involved, matters arising from 
the municipal election finance legislation have 
taken up an inordinate amount of time of the 
Commussion’s monthly meetings--estimated to 
range anywhere from 25% to 40%. 


In part, for the reasons just stated, but for a 
more fundamental reason, the Commission has 
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sought to be relieved of its responsibility for 
municipal elections. The number of candidates 
falling under our jurisdiction is such a small 
proportion of the overall that, with the 
experience of two elections, the municipal 
clerk, under the general direction of the 
Ministry, should be able to assume full 
responsibility. The more fundamental reason 1s 
that the Commission is set up on a political 
basis, with the majority of its members being 
nominated by their respective political party. 
This provides a built-in, inter-party watch-dog 
capacity, which, in itself, provides considerable 
assurance that serious breaches of the Act will 
not go unexposed. With the exception of the 
relatively few independent candidates, all 
financial filings are in a party context. Since 
political parties are not officially involved in 
local elections, all candidates are essentially 
independents, and therefore, in many respects, 
do not fall within the normal administrative 
procedures of the Commission. However, the 
Commission’s efforts to be relieved, partially or 
wholly, from local government election 
responsibility, have met with no success with 
either the Ministry of Municipal Affairs or the 


government. 


MPPs Income Levels 


Fixing an appropriate level of income for 
members of the provincial parliament has long 
been a vexing problem. A generation ago 
suggestions were made that the MPPs level of 
income should be tied to a certain level in the 
civil service; that was never accepted. In the 
1960s the government of the day established an 
ad hoc committee--made up of a businessman, 
a farmer and a trade-unionist--to study the 
matter and make recommendations. Its report 
called for a significant increase over the income 
levels of that day, but the government initiated 
a practice that has been followed ever since: 
the recommended level was cut before being 
implemented. Finally, in 1978, the government 


concluded that the Commission on Election 
Finances would be the appropriate body to 
make such recommendations, and through an 
amendment to the Legislative Assembly Act, 
the Commission has been statutorily obligated 
to make an annual report to the Legislature on 
the appropriate level of income for its 
members. 


Each year the government has reduced the 
recommendation, in one way or another, before 
implementing it. Meanwhile, because the Board 
of Internal Economy felt that income levels 
were below that of other professionals, 
compensation was provided through a growing 
number of so-called perks or allowances, 
Meanwhile, there was growing public criticism 
of the tax free allowance provided for members. 
Originally that allowance was given te 
compensate for the extra expenditures of é 
member, some of which were now being met 
with the growing number of perks authorizec 
by the Board of Internal Economy. 
The resulting situation was both complex anc 
irrational. | 
In 1989 the Commission recommended « 
"reform package" which would eliminate any 
tax free element in the MPPs income, providin; 
an annual salary instead of the outmoder 
"indemnity"; further, it recommended that thi 
Board of Internal Economy should review th 
range of perks that had grown up, as well a 
the eligibility criteria for pensions. Tha 
reform package appeared to be on its way t- 
general acceptance, including endorsation 1 
principle by the cabinet, but before it wa 

transformed into legislation, the general freez 

on salaries of senior executives in th 
government was imposed. Now th 
Commission merely repeats its "refort 
package" recommendation each year, urgin 
that as soon as the freeze is relaxed or removet 
the proposed changes should be adopted, 1 

principle, if not in every detail. Meanwhil 
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{PPs income levels remain unchanged since 
989. 


thair’s Responsibility 


‘he work of the Commission might most 
zadily be divided into general administration 
) assure compliance with the requirements of 
ae Act and a clarification of policy and all 
rhich that entails in relation to many 
rganizations and/or individuals at Queen’s 
ark. It has been this Chair’s practice that the 
eneral administration rests with the executive 
irector and the staff, with my involvement 
nly to maintain a general knowledge of its 
perations, and particularly of problems as they 
rise. 


the Chair’s main responsibility has been with 
olicy. Of course, administration and policy 
ften merge on any given day, and certainly at 
very Commission meeting. With changes in 
ae legislation, and the many complications 
rising from the Patti Starr Affair, with added 
volvement in municipal elections and 
rolonged negotiations to achieve mutually 
cceptable accountability to the Ministry of the 
ttorney General, policy decisions and 
rocedures have remained a constant challenge 
iroughout the past eight years. 

| 

Yetails of the general administration can be 
yund throughout this annual report. Suffice it 
> say that while there has been a marginal 
mprovement, the "bugbear" of late filings 
smains-no fewer than 50 on the part of 
onstituency associations in 1993 (covering the 
992 calendar year). Attempts have been made 
> achieve improvement through pleading, 
yoling, even threats of deregistration, but in 
dite of the fact that there are five months in 
thich to file between the New Year and May 
1, the "wait until the last minute" syndrome 
revails. However, to keep the picture in 
alance, constant working with local 
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volunteers, and simplification of forms for 
filing, ia resulted in a general 1 improvement 
over the years. 


The Commission’s 
Independence From Government 


The Commission on Election Finances is a 
legislative agency. Along with five other 
bodies--Office of the Provincial Auditor, Office 
of the Chief Election Officer, Office of the 
Ombudsman, Office of the Information and 
Privacy Commissioner and Office of the 
Conflict of Interest Commissioner-our 
accountability is to the Legislature (and all of 
the parties in it) rather than to any government 
ministry. 


For reasons that are an interesting, but lengthy 
story in themselves, the Commission has had, 
from its beginnings, a residual measure of 
accountability to the Ministry of the Attorney 
General which it has increasingly felt to be a 
violation of its basic independence as a 
legislative agency. The statute requires that the 
Commission must report every apparent 
contravention of the Act to the Attorney 
General who reviews what has been reported, 
but no matter what response the Attorney 
General might give, the Commission is 
empowered to proceed as it wishes. The 
procedure is convoluted, if not useless, and has 
both the reality and the appearance of 
accountability to a ministry of the government 
rather than to the Legislature. The 
Commission has been negotiating with a 
succession of Attorneys General, seeking 
acceptance of its unanimous recommendation 
that this residual measure of accountability 
should be removed by amendment of the Act. 


As this report was going to press, a mutually 
acceptable agreement was reached with the 
Ministry of the Attorney General. Henceforth, 
with amendment of the Act, rather than 
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reporting apparent contraventions to the 
Attorney General, a summary will be included 
in the annual report presented to the Speaker 
for tabling with members of the Legislature. 


Furthermore, when an apparent contravention 
requires further investigation, it will not be 
reported to the Attorney General, but rather 
consultation with the Crown Attorney will 
provide the Commission with the resources of 
Crown counsel and the police where 
prosecution is contemplated. 


The independence of the Commission as a 
legislative agency has now been assured while, 
at the same time, extra public expense in 
investigations and prosecutions is avoided 
through availability of the Crown’s resources. 


The Year Ahead 


In addition to these discussions with the 
Attorney General, there are a number of 
decisions pending, and problems to be solved, 
which will significantly affect the Commission’s 
work in the future. 


Given the reluctance of the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs to have all responsibility for 
local government elections revert to the 
municipal clerk, under the general direction of 
the Ministry, the Commission remains 
responsible for those five local bodies which 
have opted for a tax credit or rebate for 
campaign contributors (the City of Toronto, 
the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto, the 
Board of Education of the City of North York, 
the Board of Education of the City of Toronto 
and the Oakville Hydro Electric Commission). 
With the New Year, the campaign period for 
the 1994 local government elections opened. 
On the basis of the 1991 experience, some 300- 
400 candidates can be expected to fall within 
our jurisdiction. By way of preparation, 
Commission staff have held workshops for

prospective candidates. Periodically newsletters 
are being sent out. There is a growing list of 
candidates registering, and therefore becoming 
eligible to raise and spend money for their 
campaigns in preparation for polling day on 
November 14, 1994. 


While there is general acknowledgment that as 
a legislative agency the Commission is 
accountable to the Legislature rather than the 
Government, there is a need for clarifying the 
mechanisms for assuring this accountability, 
For the past two years the six legislative officers 
(heads of the legislative agencies) have been 
meeting with the Speaker to explore the 
differences and anomalies in our relationship 
with the Legislature. In addition to providing 
an annual report which is distributed to every 
MPP, there is need for formally indicating how 
the contents of that report, or any othe: 
matter, might be discussed. The answer may be 
gisele through one of the Legislature’ ‘ 
standing committees. But since the legislatiw. 
agencies are very much a part of the legislativ: 

etnies it has been suggested that, as ar 

alternative, the informal meetings over whicl 

the Sie has been presiding should becom: 
a special standing committee of the legislatur. 
with representation from each of the parties. f 
decision regarding these procedures is likely 1 

the coming months. | 


Recommended Amendments 


Most of the amendments which th, 
Commission has recommended for legislativ. 
consideration are of a housekeeping nature 
They are designed to streamline th. 
administration so as to become mot 
convenient and efficient for both the voluntee:. 
in the field and the Commission’s staff 1. 
Toronto. However, there are tw. 


recommendations that are of a more substanti. 
nature. 
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he Commission has unanimously sought 
ithorization for imposing a fine of $50 for 
ach day of late filing. Some jurisdictions in 
oth Canada (Manitoba) and the United States 
New Jersey) have established such penalties, 
ad as a result, late filing has become restricted 
) emergency situations. From our experience, 
utlined earlier, without an easily imposed 
ionetary penalty late filing will continue at 
‘hat is considered as unacceptable levels. Not 
nly do they add needlessly to the workload of 
1¢ Commission, but ironically, they inevitably 
‘e an added burden for both the tardy CFO 
ad his or her organization. 

he Commission has also unanimously 
xcommended that the Bencher membership in 
s ranks should be eliminated. Why it was 
riginally felt that there should be a Bencher 
ominee by the Law Society of Upper Canada 
a matter of speculation. If it was to assure 
1e presence of legal expertise, it has become 
nnecessary, because, not only does the 
‘ommission have legal counsel in attendance at 
ieetings, but there has always been a number 
f members of the law profession among its 
iembership. But more importantly, with the 
ngle exception of one Bencher nominee, they 
ave not been able to attend regularly. A 
ombination of the prestigious responsibilities 
f the Bencher with their private practice 
spresents such a burden that, understandably, 
‘ommission membership has fallen to a low 
riority. The last Bencher, for example, did 
ot attend meetings, in 34 successive months 
aroughout 1987 to 1990. He resigned with the 
ange in government in 1990, and the position 
as not been filled pending the legislative 
‘sponse to the Commission’s unanimous 
‘;commendation that the Bencher membership 
2 eliminated. Significantly, a spokesperson for 
ie Law Society has said that they would have 
© objection if they were relieved of the 
dligation of having one of their members sit 
n yet another outside body. 
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Third Party Advertising 


Third party advertising during an election 
campaign has become the most controversial 
aspect of election financing. What is not 
recognized is that a failure to resolve this issue 
threatens both the integrity, and ultimately the 
survival, of the whole election finance system 
which has been built up since the mid-seventies. 


It is patently unfair that registered parties 
should be subjected to increasingly 
comprehensive legislation while so-called third 
parties remain totally unregulated. When, in 
1983, the federal parliament legislated a ban on 
third party expenditures during an election 
campaign (no one questioned the legitimacy of 
their role between election campaigns), a 
challenge in the Alberta court by the National 
Citizens’ Coalition resulted in the law being 
struck down as a violation of the Charter’s 
right to free speech. There has been 
widespread acclaim for this and a later Alberta 
court decision, particularly in the media. What 
is usually omitted from the public debate is the 
fact that a similar challenge to the Quebec 
provincial ban on third party advertising has 
not been upheld, at both the lower and appeal 
court levels. The Quebec court judgments 
assert that what is at stake is not freedom of 
speech but the financial capacity to skewer the 
legislative effort to establish more equal 
opportunity among candidates. 


It is significant that the two intensive studies of 
election financing in Canada have expressed 
concern about unregulated third party 
advertising and recommended banning, or at 
least restricting it. In the 1960s, the Barbeau 
Committee, representative of all parties, 
recommended a ban, arguing that "...if these 
groups (third parties) are allowed to participate 
actively in a campaign any limitation and 
control on political parties or candidates 
becomes meaningless". And Barbeau added, 
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"The committee recognizes that restrictions on 
all such organizations during election periods 
may encroach to some extent on their freedom 
of action, but without such restrictions any 
effort to limit and control election expenditure 
would come to nothing". 


In the 1990s the Lortie Royal Commission 
expressed the same concern: "These decisions 
(of the Alberta Courts) destroyed the overall 
effectiveness of the legislative framework for 
promoting fairness in the exercise of freedom of 
expression and of democratic rights during 
Canadian elections." Instead of the Barbeau 
recommendation of a ban, Lortie recommended 
limiting third party expenditures (nationally) to 
$1,000-a compromise which has been described 
as "laughable". 


If third parties remain unregulated, the integrity 
of the election financing system will be 
undermined. Registered parties and candidates 
will have no alternative but to set up 
competing third parties to counter the 
unregulated expenditures. Indeed, if third 
parties remain unregulated, their different 
treatment will become grounds for regulated 
candidates and/or parties to launch a 
constitutional challenge of the election finances 
legislation as being discriminatory. 


For ten years the conflicting judgments of the 
Alberta and Quebec courts have gone 
unresolved because there has been no appeals to 
the Supreme Court. The potential 
consequences of unregulated third party 
expenditures endanger not only the future 
work of the Ontario Commission on Election 
Finances, perhaps its ultimate survival. More 
important, the survival of the very credible 
achievement of Ontario’s election finances 
system. 


In any case, the report of the Ad Hoc 
Committee on the Election Finances Act 
reviewing recommendations for amendments to 


the election finances legislation will pave th 
way for an amending bill later this year. Whe 
it has been enacted and we know what the leg; 
ground rules are for our work, the Commissio 
will move to fulfil its commitment to anothe 
tele-conferencing session over the Legislatiy 
TV Network in order to bring local voluntee: 
up-to-date with the new requirements. 


Farewell! 


During the past eight years, with the sing 
exception of the ex-officio membership of th 
Chief Election Officer, Warren Bailie, there h) 
been a complete turnover of Commissic 
membership. This year there will be a ne 
Chair, and new members to provide a goc 
mix of new blood and experience. Likewise, . 

the Commission’s staff, there have bee 
retirements, resignations and new personné¢ 
They are a small, but dedicated and compete: 
group, working in a relaxed atmosphe 
provided by an executive director who provid. 
clear and firm direction punctuated wi 
frequent innovation to break the basic routi 
of the work. One could not ask for a mo. 
satisfying association. So it’s a fond farewe 
and best wishes for the future. Ontario h 
built up the most comprehensive and balance 
set of election funding regulations to be fou! 
in any Canadian jurisdiction, arguably, in t| 
world. If the Commission continues to 
provided with an appropriate legislati 

framework, sensitive to problems and changi 

needs, its success can be ongoing.

Containing recommendations 
in respect of the Indemnities and 


Allowances of Members of the 
Legislative Assembly 


The Commission reaffirms its position set out in its 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth and Sixteenth Reports of 
Indemnities and Allowances. 


The structure of indemnities and allowances for 
Members of the Legislature has developed into a 
veritable patchwork which cries out for reform. In 
the absence of an adequate basic indemnity, such as 
has been recommended by the Commission for 
some years, the Board of Internal Economy has 
approved a wide range of supplementary 
indemnities for positions in the Legislature, in its 
committees and in the caucuses. Members of the 
Legislature have received a tax-free expense 
allowance, the tax-free component of which 1s 
perceived to be unwarranted in view of the 
allowances now available for accommodation, 
travel, etc. The whole structure needs to be 
rationalized. This Commission’s report represents 
a start in achieving that objective.

Pay Equity 


The salary of Members should be commensurate 
with their responsibilities and comparable to that 
paid in other large Canadian jurisdictions, in the 
senior public service, or in the private sector. 


For example, the 1990 basic indemnity paid to a 
Member of the House of Commons is $64,400 (plus 
a tax-free allowance of $21,300); to a Member of 
the National Assembly in Quebec is $60,123 (plus 
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a tax-free allowance of $10,574). The range o 
salaries for deputy ministers in Ontario in 1990 
$101,925 to $147,800.

tied to the position? Conversely, is the payment of 
$5,313 to the vice-chair of a committee a justifiable 
figure for such light responsibilities? There appears 
to have been no effort over the years to evaluate 
positions - perhaps even to establish job 
descriptions - and assess the appropriate level of 
remuneration for them. 


The Commission would therefore recommend that 
the Board of Internal Economy commission an 
appropriate agency to do an independent assessment 
of the whole range of indemnities and allowances, 
and in the process, recommend some formula for 
increases. With such an assessment it would then 
be possible to complete the reform package, a first 
instalment of which is contained in this report. 


Furthermore, since the Members are now in a fifth 
year without an increase, the Commission’s 5% 


cost-of-living increase merits a review.

ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


(a) Basis of accounting 


The Commission uses a modified cash basis of accounting which allows an additional thirty days to pay for goods 
and services pertaining to the fiscal year just ended. 


(b) Furniture and equipment 


Expenditures on furniture and equipment are expensed in the year of acquisition. 


SOURCE OF FUNDS 


Expenditures are paid out of the Legislative Assembly Fund of the Office of the Assembly. 


SUBSIDIES 


The Election Finances Act, 1986 requires payment by the Commission of the following subsidies: 


@ Candidate campaign expenses to every registered candidate who receives at least 15 per cent of the popular vote in an 
electoral district. The reimbursed amount is the lesser of the candidate’s campaign expenses or 20 per cent of the 
allowable maximum campaign expenditure limit based on the number of voters in the candidate’s electoral district. 
Candidates in designated northern electoral districts may receive an additional $5,000. 


@ Campaign expenses to every registered party that receives at least 15 per cent of the popular vote in any electoral 
district. The reimbursed amount is five cents per eligible voter in each electoral district in which the party receives 


at least 15 per cent of the popular vote. 


@ Audit fees for annual, campaign, and special returns of each registered constituency association to a maximum of 
$400 per return. 


@ Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each registered candidate to a maximum of $800 per return. 


@ Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each leadership contestant to a maximum of $600 per return. 


ANONYMOUS AND EXCESS CONTRIBUTIONS 


Under the Act, anonymous contributions received by a registered political party, constituency association, candidate or 
leadership contestant must be remitted to the Commission. In addition, excess contributions must be remitted to the 
Commission where the recipient is unable to recover the official receipt and refund the excess to the contributor.

The Commission on Election Finances administers the Election Finances Act 
which provides for registration of Ontario’s political parties, constituency 
(riding) associations, candidates in by-elections and provincial elections, and 
leadership contestants. During a provincial election campaign, the 
Commission supervises limits on campaign expenses and political 
contributions to registered parties, constituency associations and candidates, 
and imposes a time period for advertising. 


Political parties and candidates may obtain subsidies for campaign expenses 
by filing audited campaign period statements of income and expenses, and 
annual financial statements, including assets and liabilities. Tax credit 
receipts are provided for contributions, within set limits, to parties, riding 
associations and candidates. Leadership contestants must file audited 
financial statements of income, including a list of contributions over $100, 
and expenses. There are no limits on contributions, but also no tax credits 
for leadership contestants. All filings are made public. 


The Legislative Assembly Act requires the Commission to review annually 
the indemnities and allowances of members of the Assembly. 
Recommendations are reported to the Speaker for presentation to the 
Assembly. 


The Commission also administers Part III of the Municipal Elections Act, 
providing for the registration of candidates at a local government election. 
Municipal candidates must also file audited campaign period statements of 


income and expenses. The Municipal Elections Act imposes limits on 
contributions and expenses and provides for a tax credit or rebate system.

The House Leaders 
considered the package of amendments 
proposed by the Committee as well as those 
proposed by the Commission, but did not 
proceed. 


Almost a decade has passed since the Act 
regulating election finances was updated. 
The present legislation has some cumbersome 
provisions. One proposal for streamlining 
would combine the separate filings now 
required by the constituency association and 
the campaign during election periods into a 
single filing. This would save time and 
expenses for all concerned. 


Other provisions of the Act create 
administrative difficulties. For example, only 
eight of the nine positions on the 
Commission have been filled in recent years. 
The position reserved for a Bencher to be 
nominated by the Law Society of Upper 
Canada has remained vacant. The Act 
specifies a quorum of six including the chair. 
This requirement is excessive for a 
commission of nine members, many of 
whom have other demands. 


Other amendments are needed to confirm 
established practice in several areas such as: 


- inclusion of the costs of polling and 
research within the expenditure limits; 


- elimination of transfers between federal 
and provincial parties; 


- clarification of procedures for reserving 
names and registering new parties; 


- relationship with the Office of the 
Attorney General. 
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The Commission continues to experience 
problems with late filings which cause both 
unnecessary work and expense. An 
amendment to the Act to provide an 
automatic daily fine for late filing might 
reduce this vexing problem considerably. 


The status of the Commission as an office 
of the Legislature has major benefits in 
terms of the autonomy of the Commission. 
In recent years meetings with the Speaker 
and Officers of the Legislature have been 
useful. The Speaker also serves as the 
formal communication channel between the 
Commission and the Legislature for the 
submission of annual reports. Yet, when 
amendments to the Act are proposed, 
responsibility for determining which might 
be warranted falls to the House Leaders. In 
the normal course of events, House Leaders 
have other pressing priorities. It has been 
suggested that a Legislative Committee be 
struck with responsibility for the various 
agencies of the Legislature. A standing 
committee representative of all the parties 
in the House could review the Legislation 
governing the eight Offices of the 
Legislature on a rotational basis, it might 
also review the annual budget submissions 
of some or all of these bodies. 


Compensation for MPPs 


One of the responsibilities of the 
Commission is to make recommendations 
concerning compensation for elected 
members. The Commission annually 
performs this duty. Its most recent report 
was delivered to the Speaker on January 25, 
1775:

aother problem became apparent when it 
as noted that the Act prevented the 
ommission from receiving a petition 
ntaining 10,000 signatures from an 
plicant during an election period including 
by-election. This anomaly can cause the 
Matures to become stale-dated and oblige 
2 applicant to collect another 10,000 
‘Matures during a subsequent 12-month 
servation period. 


1e developments concerning the registration 
acess led to the following clarifications: 


he Commission now acknowledges the 
*xistence of party names which are not 
currently registered in Ontario; 


svery holder of a reserved name must show 
hat a genuine effort has been made to 
obtain the requisite signatures as a 
sondition for reserving that name for an 
idditional one-year period; 


ignatures must be collected within the 
e-year period following the reservation 
of the name. 


When the Act is amended, it would be 
appropriate to incorporate these 
clarifications. It might be appropriate as well 
to amend the Act to permit the normal 
(signature) method of seeking registration to 
be used during campaign periods. 


Outreach is Working 


There were no prosecutions in 1994. The 
Commission remains committed to obtaining 
compliance by providing education and 
assistance to party and constituency officials, 
candidates and auditors. Commission staff 
have conducted eleven training and 
information sessions with most of the parties. 
Some sessions were attended by members of 
the constituency association executive as well 
as CFOs. This helps activists appreciate the 
work of their CFOs and reasons for various 
reporting requirements. Once volunteers 
have met Commission staff at a training 
session for their own party, they are more 
likely to phone for clarification. Every 
phone call helps to "get-it-right-in-the-first- 
place" and saves time and effort for everyone. 
During the election period, Commission staff 
responded to over 3,000 phone calls. They 
were accessible by phone during evenings and 
throughout the weekends when volunteers 
were doing their work for the campaigns. 


Delegations 


The Commission received three sets of 
visitors during 1994. The Province of 
Newfoundland patterned its election 
finances legislation on Ontario’s. Delegates 
from Newfoundland spent time with 
Commission staff to learn how the 
legislation is administered at an operational 
level.

Other delegates were received from the 
Russian Republic and the Republic of 
Korea. Listening to the delegates describe 
their situations makes one appreciate that 
our problems are relatively small. Both 
delegations were complimentary about the 
level of compliance achieved in Ontario 
with very limited use of prosecution or 
penalties. 


Third-Party Advertising 


Previous reports of the Commission have 
expressed concerns about the lack of 
resolution in the matter of third-party 
advertising. In The Nineteenth Annual 
Report of the Commission on Election 
Finances the issue was phrased as follows: 


"It 1s patently unfair that registered 
parties should be subjected to increasingly 
comprehensive legislation while so-called 
third parties remain totally unregulated. 
When, in 1983, the federal parliament 
legislated a ban on _ third-party 
expenditures during an election campaign: 
(no one questioned the legitimacy of their 
role between election campaigns), 
challenge in the Alberta court by the 
National Citizen’s Coalition resulted in 
the law being struck down as a violation 
of the Charter’s right to free speech. 
There has been widespread acclaim for 
this and a later Alberta court decision, 
particularly in the media. What is 
usually omitted from the public debate is 
the fact that a similar challenge to the 
Quebec provincial ban on third-party 
advertising has not been upheld, at both 
the lower and appeal court levels. The 
Quebec court judgments assert that what 
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is at stake is not freedom of speech but the 
financial capacity to skewer the legislative 
effort to establish more equal opportunity 
among candidates." 


"If third parties remain unregulated, the 
integrity of the election financing system 
will be undermined. Registered parties 
and candidates will have no alternative 
but to set up competing third parties to 
counter the unregulated expenditures. 
Indeed, if third parties remain 
unregulated, their different treatment will 
become grounds for regulated candidates 
and/or parties to launch a constitutionai 
challenge of the election finances 
legislation as being discriminatory."

Containing recommendations 
in respect oe. he Indemnities and 
Allowances of Members of the 
Legislative Assembly 


The Commission reaffirms its position set out in its 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
Reports of Indemnities and Allowances. 


The structure of indemnities and allowances for 
Members of the Legislature has developed into a 
veritable patchwork which cries out for reform. In 
the absence of an adequate basic indemnity, such as 
has been recommended by the Commission for 
some years, the Board of Internal Economy has 
approved a wide range of supplementary 
indemnities for positions in the Legislature, in its 
committees and in the caucuses. Members of the 
Legislature have received a tax-free expense 
allowance, the tax-free component of which is 
perceived to be unwarranted in view of the 
allowances now available * for accommodation, 
travel, etc. The whole structure needs to be 
rationalized. This Commission’s report represents 
a start in achieving that objective. 


Nomenclature 


The job of Members of the Legislature is now full- 
time. Therefore, the anachronism of referring to 
their remuneration as a sessional indemnity should 
be dropped; they are in receipt of a salary. 


Pay Equity 


The salary of Members should be commensurate 
with their responsibilities and comparable to that 
paid in other large Canadian jurisdictions, in the 
senior public service, or in the private sector. 


For example, the 1990 basic indemnity paid to a 
Member of the House of Commons is $64,400 (plus 
a tax-free allowance of $21,300); to a Member of 
the National Assembly in Quebec is $60,123 (plus 
a tax-free allowance of $10,574). The range of 
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salaries for deputy ministers in Ontario in 199 
$101,925 to $147,800. Following is a selectior 
average taxable incomes in Ontario by occupatl 
as reported in the 1988 taxation annual:

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This recommendation of $76,603 for the base salary 
of Members is contingent upon the termination of

With the implementation of this reform package, 
he base salary of a Member would remain 
narginally below that of an accountant or of a 
econdary school principal. It would be 58% of the 
werage taxable income of Ontario doctors, 67% of 
he average income of Ontario lawyers, and 
ignificantly-up to nearly 100%—below that of 
Dntario deputy ministers.

“he Commission is aware that an increase of the 
Aembers’ basic salary would also increase the 
Aembers’ pension benefits as well as the severance 
llowance. We feel that Members should have the 
ame entitlement for amounts paid into their 
ension plan as those in the public and private 
ectors. However, we do feel that the criteria for 
ligibility with respect to Members’ pensions 
hould be reviewed. 


sommussion’s Terms of Reference 


AS set out in Section 75 of the Legislative Assembly 
uct, our terms of reference are as follows: 


The Commission shall each year 
review and make such 
recommendations as it considers 
proper in respect of the indemnities 
and allowances of Members of the 
Assembly under this Act. 


ince 1978 there have been not only adjustments to 
xisting indemnities and allowances, but a 
roliferation of additional indemnities and 
lowances which were approved by the Board of 


Internal Economy in the absence of an adequate 
basic salary for Members. If a basic salary is 
provided through implementation of the above 
reform package, many of these extra indemnities 
and allowances should be reviewed. 


They should be reviewed for another reason: the 
rationale, or the formula for their increase over the 
years, is not discernible. Scanning of the table of 
indemnities and allowances raises many questions: 
is the additional indemnity paid to the Speaker 


- adequately reflective of the extra responsibilities 


tied to the position? Conversely, is the payment of 
$5,313 to the vice-chair of a committee a justifiable 
figure for such light responsibilities? There appears 
to have been no effort over the years to evaluate 
positions - perhaps even to establish job 
descriptions - and assess the appropriate level of 
remuneration for them. 


The Commission would therefore recommend that 
the Board of Internal Economy commission an 
appropriate agency to do an independent assessment 
of the whole range of indemnities and allowances, 
and in the process, recommend some formula for 
increases. With such an assessment it would then 
be possible to complete the reform package, a first 
instalment of which is contained in this report. 


Furthermore, since the Members are now ina sixth 
year without an increase, the Commission’s 5% 


cost-of-living increase merits a review.

ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


(a) Basis of accounting 


The Commission uses a modified cash basis of accounting which allows an additional thirty days to pay for goods 
and services pertaining to the fascal year just ended. 


(b) Furniture and equipment 


Expenditures on furniture and equipment are expensed in the year of acquisition. 


SOURCE OF FUNDS 


Expenditures are paid out of the Legislative Assembly Fund of the Office of the Assembly. 


SUBSIDIES 


The Election Finances Act requires payment by the Commission of the following subsidies: 

@ Candidate campaign expenses to every registered candidate who receives at least 15% of the popular vote in an 
electoral district. The reimbursed amount is the lesser of the candidate’s campaign expenses or 20% of the allowable 
maximum campaign expenditure limit based on the number of voters in the candidate’s electoral district. Candidates 
in designated northern electoral districts may receive an additional $5,000. 

@ Campaign expenses to every registered party that receives at least 15% of the popular vote in any electoral district. 
The reimbursed amount is five cents per eligible voter in each electoral district in which the party receives at least 
15% of the popular vote. 

@ Audit fees for annual, campaign, and special returns of each registered constituency association to a maximum of 
$400 per return. 

@ Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each registered candidate to a maximum of $800 per return. 

@ Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each leadership contestant to a maximum of $600 per return. 


ANONYMOUS AND EXCESS CONTRIBUTIONS 


Under the Act, anonymous contributions received by a registered political party, constituency association, candidate or 
leadership contestant must be remitted to the Commission. In addition, excess contributions must be remitted to the 
Commission where the recipient is unable to recover the official receipt and refund the excess to the contributor.

The Commission on Election Finances administers the Election Finances Act 
which provides for registration of Ontario’s political parties, constituency 
(riding) associations, candidates in by-elections and provincial elections, and 
leadership contestants. During an election campaign, the Commission 
supervises limits on campaign expenses and political contributions to 
registered parties, constituency associations and candidates, and imposes a 
time period for advertising. 


Political parties and candidates may obtain subsidies for campaign expenses 
by filing audited campaign period statements of income and expenses, and 
annual financial statements, including assets and liabilities. Tax credit 
receipts are provided for contributions, within set limits, to parties, riding 
associations and candidates. Leadership contestants must file audited 
financial statements of income, including a list of contributions over $100, 
and expenses. There are no limits on contributions, but also no tax credits 


for leadership contestants. All filings are made public. 


The Legislative Assembly Act requires the Commission to review annually 
the indemnities and allowances of members of the Assembly. 
Recommendations are reported to the Speaker for presentation to the 
Assembly. 


The Commission also administers Part III of the Municipal Elections Act, 
providing for the registration of candidates at a local government election. 
Municipal candidates must also file audited campaign period statements of 
income and expenses. The Municipal Elections Act imposes limits on 


contributions and expenses and provides for a tax credit or rebate system.

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The Chair’s Review 


From its inception, the Commission has 
remained committed to managed compliance. 
There were no prosecutions again this year. 
Members of the Commission and its small, 
professional staff work closely with the 
volunteers and staff of registered parties as well 
as the supporters of independent candidates, and 
the licensed accountants. While difficulties and 
differences arise from time to time, most are 
resolved through genuine cooperation and a 
willingness to comply with both the letter and 
the spirit of the law. Compliance with the 
Election Finances Act benefits not only the 
public but also the parties, the candidates and 
their supporters. 


General Election 


From the standpoint of the Commission, the 
1995 general provincial election was a smooth 
operation. The pre-election outreach by staff, 
and their after-hour availability by telephone 
during the election, helped volunteers comply 
with the guidelines. This saved time and trouble 
for everyone as the financial statements were 
prepared, audited, reviewed and approved. 


During the election a new party--the Natural 
Law Party--was registered by - nominating 
candidates in more than half of the electoral 
listricts. Although this method of becoming a 
egistered party is as old as the Commission, 
his is the first time it has been used in 20 years. 


Chere were the usual number of late filers in 
his election. Nevertheless, the bulk of the 
eturns have been approved and the number of 
leregistrations will be minimal. 


Administrative Budget 


The approved 1995 budget was cut back by 5% 
during the year. The 1996 budget was 
submitted, as requested, with a reduction of 20% 
from the 1995 base. While the reductions are 
similar for all the offices of the Legislative 
Assembly, they are difficult for offices such as 
this which was previously streamlined. In 1988, 
the Commission had 16 staff positions. Today 
there are eight. Six of the original 16 positions 
were eliminated prior to 1993. Another was 
kept vacant to comply with the Social Contract. 
That vacant position plus another senior 
professional position were given up for the 1996 
budget. Good management, training, and 
computer systems are enabling the Commission 
to function with its current level of staffing. 
However, all of the remaining eight positions 
are needed to maintain an adequate level of 
service and compliance review. 


Compensation for MPPs 


The governing statute-the Legislative Assembly 
Act-requires the Commission to recommend 
annually, through the Speaker, compensation for 
MPPs. In 1991 the Commission recommended 
a comprehensive reform of the Members’ 
compensation package. This recommendation 
was reiterated every year through 1995. During 
1995, the government received a report from an 
independent Committee established to review 
the matter. The Commission endorsed the 
general thrust of the recommendations from the 
Committee as its 1996 report to the Legislature. 


The Act to Reform MPPs’ Pensions, to 
Eliminate Tax-Free Allowances, and to Adjust 
MPPs’ Compensation Levels (Bill 42) 
incorporates the substance of the 
recommendations put forward initially by the 
Commission in its 1991 report. 
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Regulation of Municipal Election Finances 


The Commission persists in the belief that it 1s 
not the appropriate body to regulate either the 
finances of municipal elections: or appeals 
concerning alleged irregularities. Indeed, in the 
1994 round of municipal elections only 250 
candidates, out of a field of approximately 
25,000 across the province, contested positions 
in jurisdictions which allowed the issuance of 
property tax credits or cash rebates for 
contributions to municipal candidates. This 
proportion is essentially unchanged from the 
1991 municipal elections. Municipal 
governments are entrusted with the 
responsibility for conducting municipal 
elections. Surely, they are well positioned and 
able to oversee the regulation of expenditure 
controls and receipting. 


The Commission is pleased to have contributed 
its expertise and resources to the development of 
guidelines for the regulation of municipal 
election finances. However, it believes that the 
time has come to return all aspects of municipal 
election finances to the municipalities in 
conjunction with the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs. 


Third-Party Advertising 


Last year’s annual report noted that the issue of 
third-party advertising remained unresolved. 


It reiterated the following statement from the 
Commission’s Nineteenth Annual Report: 


"It is patently unfair that registered parties should 
be subjected to increasingly comprehensive 
legislation while so-called third parties remain 
totally unregulated. When, in 1983, the federal 
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parliament legislated a ban on third 
expenditures during an election campaign (nc 
questioned the legitimacy of their role bet: 
election campaigns), a challenge in the Al. 
court by the National Citizen’s Coalition res: 
in the law being struck down as a violation ¢ 


Charter’s right to free speech, There has 


widespread acclaim for this and a later Al, 
court decision, particularly in the media. Wh 
usually omitted from the public debate is the 
that a similar challenge to the Quebec provi 
ban on third-party advertising has not been up 
at both the lower and appeal court levels. | 
Quebec court judgments assert that what 1s at | 
is not freedom of speech but the financial cap 
to skewer the legislative effort to establish ; 


equal opportunity among candidates." | 


"If third parties remain unregulated, the inte 
of the election financing system will 
undermined. Registered parties and candi 
will have no alternative but to set up comp 
third parties to counter the unregu 
expenditures. Indeed, if third parties rer 
unregulated, their different treatment will be 
grounds for regulated candidates and/or part 
launch a constitutional challenge of the ele 
finances legislation as being discriminatory." 


The Alberta case was appealed to the Supi 
Court of Alberta in 1995. <A decisio 
pending. Hopefully the decision will — 
clarify this vexing matter. | 


Amendments are Still Needed 
The legislation governing election financi 
Ontario has not been updated for many y 
An Ad Hoc Committee, represented by 
parties in the Legislature, proposed a packa 
amendments in April 1994. The Comm 
had recommended a set of possible amendn 
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to the Ad Hoc Committee which accepted 
many, modified others, and added some of its 
own. Although the House Leaders of the day 
considered the proposals from the Ad Hoc 
Committee, no legislation was introduced. 


The existing Act has several cumbersome 
provisions. For example, a candidate’s campaign 
and its constituency association may not file a 
combined report. Both the candidate and the 
constituency association must file a separate 
report for the campaign period. While this may 
make sense in some cases, it is frequently an 
unnecessary burden. An amendment could 
allow candidates and associations the option of 
filing a joint return. Streamlining procedures, 
such as this, would save time and money for all 
concerned. 


Other amendments are needed to confirm the 
Commission’s established practice in specific 
areas, such as the: 


° clarification of procedures for reserving 
names and registering new parties, 


: relationship with the Office of the 
Attorney General. 


Additionally, late filings remain a problem. An 
amendment to provide an automatic daily fine 
for late filers might reduce unnecessary work 
ind expense. 


<urrently, the Commission is in the process of 
eviewing possible amendments for the 
sovernment’s consideration. Hopefully, their 
mactment will be well in advance of the next 
jemeral election to allow adequate time to 
mend guidelines, and update volunteers and 
uditors about the changes. 


Appointments and Reappointments 


A Bencher of the Law Society of Upper Canada, 
Frank Marrocco, was appointed to the 
Commission on July 25, 1995 for a five-year 


term. This is the first time that the 
Commission has had a full complement of nine 
members for some years. Richard F, 


Stephenson was reappointed for a five-year term 
on October 25, 1995. Hugh Mackenzie was 
elected to the position of Vice-Chair for a two- 
year term. This is the second time that Hugh 
has served as Vice-Chair. 


Delegations 


A meeting was held with representatives of all 
parties not currently represented in the 
Legislature. 


During the past year, delegations were received 
from Alberta, Australia, Manitoba, Quebec, 
South Africa, and Russia. Interest in how 
Ontario regulates election finances is indeed 
worldwide.

The Commission wishes to recognize the solid 
work of the volunteers (especially the CFOs) in 
the constituency associations and the campaigns, 
year after year and election after election. Their 
conscientious efforts to record contributions and 
expenses and to issue receipts are the foundation 
upon which the credibility of election finance 
rests. The public is well served by the unsung 
commitment of these good neighbours in every 
community across the Province.

$400 per return. 

@ Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each registered candidate to a maximum of $800 per return. 

® Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each leadership contestant to a maximum of $600 per return. 


4. ANONYMOUS AND EXCESS CONTRIBUTIONS | 


Under the Act, anonymous contributions received by a registered political party, constituency association, candidate’ 
leadership contestant must be remitted to the Commission. In addition, excess contributions must be remitted to th 
Commission where the recipient is unable to recover the official receipt and refund the excess to the contributor.

Auditors’ Fees 


All financial returns filed with the 
Commission are required to be audited by 
licensed accountants. The fees for these 
mandatory audits are subsidized. The 
Commission accepts its responsibility to 
ensure that the amount of any subsidy 
claim is reasonable before it authorizes 
payment from the public purse. 
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In the 1995 general election, all audit fees 
charged for "nil" or insignificant returns 
were reviewed. Justification of the fees 
was requested where the claim for a 
subsidy seemed inappropriate. The result 
of the review was a reduction of more 
than $70,000 in audit fee subsidies. 


Comprehensive Amendment Package 


The initial legislation governing election 
finances was approved in 1975. The 
present legislation dates from 1986 when 
the Act was last updated. 


Efforts to amend the Act began some 
Viearsmeaco. me Ine al 99 Pe them leoislature 
appointed a three-person Ad Hoc 
Committee to bring in recommendations. 
Each of the parties with elected members 
in the Legislature was represented on the 
Committee. The Committee submitted 
its report to the Legislature in the form of 
a Memorandum of Agreement on 
April 25, 1994. No legislation was 
introduced. 


Now the Commission has prepared a 
comprehensive package of amendments. 
It includes all of the substantive 
amendments proposed by the Ad Hoc 
Committee in its Memorandum of 
Agreement. Most of these amendments 
were initially proposed by or 
subsequently supported by the 
Commission. The need for additional 
amendments became apparent after the 
Committee made its report. Thus, some 
of the amendments in the present package

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were not considered by the Ad : 
Committee. 


Some examples of the proposed char 
are provided to illustrate both the n 
for changes and the types of char’ 
being proposed.

Thus an amendment is proposed to 
remove from the Act the existing 
prohibition against commercial advertising 
at the beginning of the campaign period. 


Campaign Financial Returns 
Gader existing legislation, both the 
candidate and the respective constituency 
association are required to file individual 
MiBancial statements for each campaign 
veriod. Thus in an election year each 
tomstituency association must file two 
eturns and the constituency association’s 
tandidate must also file a return. This 
ituation can lead to confusion as to who 
(counts for which transaction and who 
may accept contributions. The 
equirement of three filings creates an 
xtra burden for both chief financial 
ifficers and auditors. 


the proposed amendment would make it 
Ptional to combine into a single filing 
ae financial statements for the campaign 
eriod for both the candidate and the 
Omstituency association. The decision to 
lea single joint return for the campaign 
eriod would have to be made at the time 
{the candidate’s registration. Additional 
mplification would be achieved by 
iminating the candidate’s contribution 
‘ceipts. Only one series of receipts 


would be issued by the constituency 
association in the case of a joint filing. 


- Tax Credit Receipts 


Another amendment has been proposed 
which would abolish the issuance of 
official tax credit receipts Yo tar 
contributions of goods and services. This 
will remove the potential for abuse in this 
area. Contributions of goods and services 
would continue to be recorded for 
purposes of contribution and expenditure 
limits and for disclosure. However, such 
contributions would no longer be eligible 
for an official tax receipt. 


‘ Registration of New Parties 


Presently aspiring political parties may, 
within one year of reserving their name 
with the Commission, file a petition for 
registration. The petition must be 
supported by the signatures of 10,000 
eligible voters. However, such petitions 
may not be filed during a campaign 
period for either general elections or by- 
elections. This provision can substantially 
reduce the one-year period allowed for 
filing a petition. 


It 1s proposed that the reference to 
campaign period in the registration 
section of the Act be deleted. This 
change would allow political parties to 
file a petition for registration anytime 
during the one-year period after 
reservation of the name. New political 
parties would have a full year to file a 
petition with the Commission. 
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- Future Amendments 


The existing legislation requires the 
Commission to report to the Legislature 
any amendments it deems desirable. It 1s 
proposed to have the statute reviewed 
every three (or more) years by the 
Standing Committee on the Legislature. 
This would mandate the Standing 
Committee to sponsor necessary 
amendments. 


Redistribution 


Bill 81, An Act to reduce the number of 
members in the Legislative Assembly, 
creates 103 new electoral districts from 
the previous 130. To implement the 
changes, all existing constituency 
associations will be dissolved on 
January 1, 1998 unless approval is given 
for earlier dissolution. 


Before the existing constituency 
associations can be dissolved, each party 
must inform the Commission as to the 
disposition of assets and liabilities. These 
may be transferred to one or more newly 
registered constituency associations, to the 
registered party or divided between the 
party and newly registered constituency 
associations. 


Delegations 


During the year, the Commission hosted 
individual visitors from both Russia and 
Ukraine.

The Commission uses a modified cash basis of accounting which allows an 


additional thirty days to pay for goods and services pertaining to the fiscal 
year just ended. 


(b) Furniture and Equipment 


Expenditures on furniture and equipment are expensed in the year.of acquisition. 


_ SOURCE OF FUNDS 


Expenditures are paid out of the Legislative Assembly Fund of the Office of the 
Assembly. 


SUBSIDIES 


The Election Finances Act requires payment by the Commission of the following 

subsidies: 

e Candidate campaign expenses to every registered candidate who receives at least 15% 
of the popular vote in an electoral district. The reimbursed amount is the lesser 
of the candidate’s campaign expenses or 20% of the allowable maximum campaign 
expenditure limit based on the number of voters in the candidate’s electoral 
district. Candidates in designated northern electoral districts may receive an 
additional $5,000. 

° Campaign expenses to every registered party that receives at least 15% of the 
popular vote in any electoral district. The reimbursed amount is five cents per 
eligible voter in each electoral district in which the party receives at least 15% 
of the popular vote. 

e Audit fees for annual, campaign, and special returns of each registered 
constituency association to a maximum of $400 Der return. 

e Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each registered candidate to a 
maximum of $800 per return. 

e Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each leadership contestant to a 
maximum of $600 per return. 


, ANONYMOUS AND EXCESS CONTRIBUTIONS 


Under the Act, anonymous contributions received by a registered political party, 
constituency association, candidate or leadership contestant must be remitted to the 
Commission. In addition, excess contributions must be remitted to the Commission 
where the recipient is unable to recover the official receipt and refund the excess to 
the contributor.

COMMISSION ON ELECTION FINANCES 


The Commission on Election Finances administers the Election Finances Act 
which provides for registration of Ontario’s political parties, constituency 
(riding) associations, candidates in by-elections and provincial elections, and 
leadership contestants. During an election campaign, the Commission 
supervises limits on campaign expenses and political contributions to 
registered parties, constituency associations and candidates, and imposes a 
time period for advertising. 


Political parties and candidates may obtain subsidies for campaign expenses 
by filing audited campaign period statements of income and expenses, and 
annual financial statements, including assets and liabilities. Tax credit 
receipts are provided for contributions, within set limits, to parties, riding 
associations and candidates. Leadership contestants must file audited 
financial statements of income, including a list of contributions over $100, 
and expenses. There are no limits on contributions, but also no tax credits 
for leadership contestants. All filings are made public. 


The Legislative Assembly Act requires the Commission to review annually 
the indemnities and allowances of members of the Assembly. 


Recommendations are reported to the Speaker for presentation to the 
Assembly.

1. ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
(a) Basis of Accounting 
The Commission uses a modified cash basis of accounting which allows an 


additional thirty days to pay for goods and services pertaining to the fiscal 
year just ended. 


(b) Furniture and Equipment 


Expenditures on furniture and equipment are expensed in the year of acquisition: 
2. SOURCE OF FUNDS 


Expenditures are paid out of the Legislative Assembly Fund of the Office of the 
Assembly. 


3. SUBSIDIES 


The Election Finances Act requires payment by the Commission of the following 


subsidies: 
e Candidate campaign expenses to every registered candidate who receives at least 15% 
of the popular vote in an electoral district. The reimbursed amount is the lesseg 


of the candidate’s campaign expenses or 20% of the allowable maximum campaign 
expenditure limit based on the number of voters in the candidate’s electoral 
district. Candidates in designated northern electoral districts may receive an 
additional $5,000. 

e Campaign expenses to every registered party that receives at least 15% of the 
popular vote in any electoral district. The reimbursed amount is five cents per 
eligible voter im each electoral district in which the party receives ac leas mame 
of tthe popular vote. 

e Audit fees for annual, campaign, and special returns of each registered 
constituency association to a maximum of $400 per return. 

e Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each registered candidate to a 
maximum of $800 per return. 

e Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each leadership contestant toa 
maximum of $600 per return. 


4. ANONYMOUS AND EXCESS CONTRIBUTIONS 


Under the Act, anonymous contributions received by a registered political party, 
constituency association, candidate or leadership contestant must be remitted to the 
Commission. In addition; excess contributions must be remittedure the Commission 


where the recipient is unable to recover the official receipt and refund the excess to 
the contributor.

1. ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
(a) Basis of Accounting 


The Commission uses a modified cash basis of accounting which allows an 
additional thirty days to pay for goods and services pertaining to the fiscal 
year just ended. 


(b) Furniture and Equipment 


Expenditures on furniture and equipment are expensed in the year Of acquisitions 
2. SOURCE OF FUNDS 


Expenditures are paid out of the Legislative Assembly Fund of the Office of the 
Assembly. 


3. SUBSIDIES 


The Election Finances Act requires payment by the Commission of the following 

subsidies: 

e Candidate campaign expenses to every registered candidate who receives at least 15% 
of the popular vote in an electoral district. The reimbursed amount is the lesser 
of the candidate’s campaign expenses or 20% of the allowable maximum campaign 
expenditure limit based on the number of voters in the candidate’s electoral 
district. Candidates in designated northern electoral districts may receive an 
additional $5,000". 

e Campaign expenses to every registered party that receives at least 15% of the 
popular vote in any electoral district. The reimbursed amount is five cents per 
eligible voter in each electoral district in which the party receives at least 15% 
of the popular vote: 

e Audit fees for annual, campaign, and special returns of each registered 
constituency association to a maximum of $400 per return. 

e Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each registered candidate toa 
maximum of $800 per return. 


e Audit fees for campaign and special returns of each leadership contestant to a 
maximum of $600 per return. 


4. ANONYMOUS AND EXCESS CONTRIBUTIONS 


Under the Act, anonymous contributions received by a registered political party, 
constituency association, candidate or leadership contestant must be remitted to the 
Commission. In addition, excess contributions must be remitted to the Commission 


where the recipient is unable to recover the official receipt and refund the excess to 
the, contributor. 


5. COMMITMENTS 


The Commission had entered into a lease agreement for Office space expiring
